shore, and the small boats engaged can shoot 
their nets two or three times 
rovided the weather is favourable. 
Unlike the Scottish drifters, however, no 
fishing is done by these boats after dark, The 
method of fishing is performed simply by 
shooting around the herrings a ring net ten 
fathoms deep, and then sweeping the fish into 
the boats with drift nets.

and the owner of each ring net is allotted half

KILDARE MAN CHARGED 


WITH MANSLAUGHTER.

Stephenson was delirious, and seemed to be in 

reat pain. He left him in charge of 
cg, and caught Lee about 20 yards 
away, as he was about to enter a licensed 
premises: He resisted arrest, but was 
eventually taken to the barracks. 

To the defendant—If anyone stated that the 
defendant gave Stephenson ‘‘a box in the 
chest and knocked him down,’’ that state- 
ment would not be true. He was present 
when Stephenson’s deposition was taken. 

Defendant—Did you hear him state on his 
oath that he fell from the effects of the box 
received by me’—I cannot remember that. 

Defendant—Have you heard or can you 
state for a fact whether Stephenson received 
any fall or knocks from the time when he 
fell until he was admitted to the infirmary ’— 
No. 

Witness added that the verdict at the in- 
quést showed that the deceased man died 
from shock, hemorrhage, heart failure, and 
dislocation of the hip.

AEROPLANE BREAKS A 
WING AND FALAS.

BERLIN, Friday. 

A passenger aeroplane flying from 
Berlin to Munich met with an accident 
near Schleiz to-day, and the pilot and five 
passengers were. killed. Among them 
were the German Ambassador to the 
United States, Baron von Maltzan, a high 
railway official, and the traffic manager 
of the Lufthansa Aviation Company, Herr 
von Arnim. The mechanic who accom- 
panied the pilot was severely injured. 

The aeroplane had been flying on the 
«cular service since May last. 

Accerding to an eye-withess, one of the 
wings of the aeroplane was seen to break, 
the machine therenpon crashing to the 
ground. 

The accident is regarded. by the air 
experts as inexplicable, as the machine

IRISHWOMAN KILLED IN 
YORKSHIRE. 


Miss Dorothy Ellison, an Lrishwoman, 
was killed yesterday in an aeroplane acci- 
dent on the Yorkshire Aeroplane Club's 
ground at Sherburn, between Leeds and 
Selby. She was-staying with Miss E, E. 
Barlow, of The White House, .Acomb, 
York, and went up as a passenger with 
Captain Anthony Milburn, of Rufforth 
Hall, near York, in a Moth machine that 
he acquired a couple of months ago. 

Captain Milburn had been for a flight 
in the morning, and, after spending some 
time in the air, came down and took up 
Miss Ellison. Théy had been in the air for 
about half-an-hour and were flying towards 
the aerodrome, apparently with the inten- 
tion of descending, when, it is stated, the 
engine stalled, and the machine, which 


was flying low, got into a spin and} 


crashed nose downwards to earth in a 
field about half-a-mile from the aero- 
drome. 

Assistance was hurried to the spot, and 
the pilot and passenger were lifted from 
the wreckage. Miss Ellison, whose head 
was sériously injured, died within a very 
short time of the fall. An ambula ee 
was summoned from Leeds, and Captain 
Milburn was taken to a nursing home at 
York. It is stated that both of his feet 
were cut off. 

Captain Milburn, who was a member 
of the Yorkshire Aeroplane Club, and was 
formerly a member of Newcastle Aero- 
plane Club, has done a good deal of fiy- 
ing, and was frequently at the aerodrome.

A CHAPTER OF CONTRADIOTIONS.

M. E. Aubrey, the General Secretary of 
the Baptist Union, now urges Parliament 
to refuse its consent to the Prayer Book 
measure, because he is convinced that it 
makes changes in the direction of Roman 
Catholicism, “and thus endangers Pro- 
testantism throughout the country. In 
harmony with Mr. Aubrey’s protest, the 
Council -of ‘the World’s Byangelical 
Alliance has issued a statement in ‘which 
it declares that the continuity of the Re- 
formation settlement and the Protestant 
succession will be threatened ‘if “Parlia- 
ment votes in favour of the Book, On the 
other hand, Dr. Carnegie Simpson, who 
has his own criticisms to make against 
the. Revised: Prayer’ Book, asserts that, if 
men deal fairly with its terms, they can- 
not say that it is a denial of reformed 
doctrine, and adds that the Comsecration 
prayer in the new Book is less Roman 
than the corresponding prayer in the 
present office. , 

It is plain, therefore, that Free Church- 
men gre not.at one among themselves in 
their attitude’ to the Book. Churchmen 
always expected that, when the measure 
was submitted to Parliament, some of its 
proposals would be criticised. . It now 
appears that the chief criticism is that 
it conflicts with Protestantism. This criti- 
cism has always Leen made against the 
Book. of Common Prayer. No revision of 
the Book has escaped this charge, and 
here, as in other things, history may be 
expected to repeat itself.

Inasmuch, héw- 
ever, as America has always declare} her- 
self avefse to dealing with the question of 
security, it is felt to be doubtful whether 
she will agree to be a member. 

.A long discussion followed on the-pro- 
posal made by Lord Onslow (Great 
Britain) regarding a more precise defini- 
tion of the ‘attributions of the Special 
Committee, and especially dealing with 
the measures the various States are pre- 
pared to take to support decisions or re 
commendations of the Council in the event 
of a conflict occurring in a given region. 

As there was some divergence regarding 
the exact terms of this important part of 
the report a sub-committee. composed of 
Lord Onslow (Great Britain), M.- Paul: 
Boncour (France), M. de Brouckére 
(Belgium), and Signor di Marinis (Italy), 
was appointed to draft an agreed text, and 
to submit the same to a meeting of the 
Committee fixed for 3.30 this afternoon. 


THE COMPULSORY ARBITRATION 
SCHEME. 


Sir Cecil Hurst, of the British Foreign 
Office, and Professor Edgar Brookes (South 
Africa) took part in an animated debate 
in ‘the League Assembly’s First’ Com- 
mittee to-day, when Dr. Nansen’s compul- 
sory arbitration scheme came up for 
discussion. 

The Sub-Committee which drafted the 
report stated that the Committee had been 
unable to examine the legal aspects of the 
scheme, but endorsed the opinion of the 
Third Committee in favour ef considera- 
tion. of a general compulsory arbitration 
convention. The Sub-Committee added a 
series of recommendations which, in the 
course of the debate, were cast and re-cast 
several times until unanimity was finally 
reached. 

Professor Brookes criticised the report, 
especially on the -ground of the undue 
haste with which the discussion had been 
rushed through. It would be extra- 
ordinary, he said, if the sesulé of the 
present Assembly was going to be, not 
approval of the principle oí general 
arbitration, but only a recommendation in: 
favour of considering and studying it. 
From the beginning it was understood 
that not all Governments would sign, and 
that, indeed, many Governments might be 
against compulsory arbitration, but the 
great riygr of the early days of the 
Assembly had become a small trickle, 
which was lost in the sands.

Let the poorest man have 
one vote certainly; but, if so, the man with, 
Say, an income of £100 a year ought to have 
two votes; the man with, say, 2860 ought to 
have three votes, and so on. The. graduate 
of a university should have a vote for that 
reason, and if, in addition, he is a professional 
man, he should have votes for that. It is 
easy to imagine a case in which one man 
ought, in fairness and in benefit to the 
community, to have a power of choosing a 
hundred or even a thousand times greater 
than that. of the lowest and most illiterate 
labourer. 

Of course, such a revolutionary idea will 
never take shape; for the proletariat would 
regard it as disfranchisement, and it is they, 
our present rulers, who would have to order 
it. Nevertheless, if it by some miracle 
became law, they and the whole country 
would be the better for it.—Yours, etc..

IMPROVING POTATOES. 


a 
EXPERIMENTS IN BELFAST. 


Representative farmers and those interested 
in the production of potatoes yesterday in- 
spected the result of experiments carried out 
at the Plant Breeding Station at Stormont 
Castle, Belfast. The new immune varieties 
have this year yielded a crop which repre- 
sents sixteen or seventeen tons to the acre, 
and which is equal to an Up-to-date crop. 
One of. the former category is Arran Consul, 
introduced two years ago, and there was also 
shown Arran Banner, a new immune variety, 
which has not yet been extensively used, 
bute which has produced a yield much higher 
than the other two varieties mentioned. The 
Arran Banner tuber is described as being 
round, and the cooking quality apparently 
very. good, the flesh retaining its original 
whiteness twenty-four hours after being 
cooked. This is considered to he a very 
severe test. 

A feature was the exhibit of yields on the 
plots: of four of the most important new 
immuné potatoes in comparison with the 
Up-to-date. 

The principal aim of the trials is to deter- 
mine the most suitable immune varieties to 
replace the non-immune, which are still 
extensively grown. 

The Stormont plots are especially sutiable 
for experiments, the ground being dry, with 
a gravelly sub-soil, All crops are up to last 
year’s average.
